scene of operations for tne raiders. 


Only two airships took part in the 


raid and the fatalities they inflicted 
were not as numerous as in the raid 
on Friday night, when five Zeppelins 
took part in the death-dealing cruise. 
Later details of this latter raid show 
that forty-three persons were killed 
and sixty-six injured, making a total 
of fifty-nine killed and 166 injured in 
the two raids.

Two Airship Raids Over England In 
Forty-eight Hours, 
The Zoppelins are continuing their 
raids over lingland with persistency, 
and in a second trip on Saturday night 
sixteen persons were iclllcd and about 
100 Injured by bombs dropped from 
the sky. 
The northeast coast was again th« 
scene of operations for tno raiders. 
Only two airships took part In the 
raid and tho fatalities they Inlllcted 
were not as numerous as In the raid 
on Friday night, when flve Zeppelins 
took part in the death-dealing cruise. 
Later details of this latter raid show 
that forty-three persons were Idlleil 
and sixty-six injured, making a total 
of fifty-nine killed and lti6 injured In 
the two raids.

RUSSIAN DUCHESS 


.HELPSJOLDIERS 


Former Wife of Prince William 


of Sweden Active In War. 


HAS ACTED WELL AS SPY. 


Grand Duchess Marie Was Considered 


a Light Hearted Girl and Cared For 
Nothing but a Good Time—After 
Doing Espionage Work She Returned 
to Russia—Now Charitable Worker. 


Petrograd.-Prince William of Swe- 


den (the Duke of Sudermania), the 
king's second son, has presented a 
collection to the museum at Stockholm 
which is associated with great politi- 
cal events as well as with the shatter- 
ing of the romance of his marriage. 
The collection was made on a hunting 
expedition in East Africa, partly in 
company with W. N. McMillan of St. 
Louis, and Nairobi, whither he went a 
few years ago, after the divorce from 
his wife, the Grand Duchess Marie 1'av- 
lovna of Kussia, a cousin of the czar. 
The marriage was dissolved by the 
Russian council of state March 20, 
1914, negotiations having been made 
between the governments at Stock- 
holm and Petrograd. It had been cele- 
brated at the Russian capital in May. 
1908, and the wedding v[.s\.s one of the 
most magnificent ever known in the 
Russian court. All difficulties between 
the two countries of a political nature 
•were thought to have been settled by 
a treaty signed at this time.

ter of the Grand Duke Paul, the czar's 
uncle, was considered a light hearted 
girl who cared for nothing but a good 
time and >vas not afraid of occasion-

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Blame Tragedy On Hard Cider. 


Carroll County had another tragedy on 


Friday afternoon when Albert Gibson, a 
farmer, returned to his home atSmallwood, 
and in a fit of anger over a trivial argu- 
ment pursued his son, Earl Gibson, 19 
years old, and shooting him with a gun. 
The boys mother looked on as the tragedy 
was taking place and probably saved him 
from death by deflecting the aim of the 
gun. The father had been visiting at the 
home of a neighbor and while there took 
a quantity of hard cider. On his return 
home an argument started between father 
and son and the former announced that he 
was going to get his shotgun and settle 
the argument. As he returned to the first 
floor with the gun, the son ran out of the 
back door. The elder Gibson pursued. 
Some distance away the son halted, think- 
ing his father would not shoot. As the 
Father drew close he raised the gun and 
took aim at the young man's head. Mrs. 
Gibson seized her husband's arm as he 
pulled the trigger and the muzzle of the 
gun was deflected downward. The load of 
shot entered both of young Gibson's legs. 
He fell to the ground and his mother ran 
to his side and remained between him and 
her husband, preventing him from shoot- 
ing at the son again. The father returned 
home and remained there until arrested 
by Sheriff Stoner. He was taken to West- 
minster and locked up. Young Gibson 
was taken home and is in a bad condi- 
tion.

Fell Between Horses. 


Falling between two horses, Rolandus 


Wildasin, a well known farmer, living be- 
tween Littlestown and Silver Run, receiv- 
ed painful injuries and had a narrow es- 
cape from death, on Thursday afternoon. 
Mr. Wildasin had helped to haul a "flit- 
ting" from a farm near Silver Run to Lit- 
tlestown and he was on his way home with 
a five-horse team when the mishap occur- 
red. The wagon was empty, and, when 
he struck the State road, the horses began 
to gallop and were soon beyond control. 
Mr. Wildasin was riding on a saddle horse 
and he tried to get back into the wagon 
in order to put on the brake. When he 
stepped on the tongue of the wagon he 
missed his footing and fell down between 
the horses. The rear wheel caught his 
head but did not run, over it. Fortunate- 
ly the horses were stopped by some men 
who happened along, and Mr. Wildasin 
was picked up unconscious. Dr. Gettier 
was summoned from Littlestown and found 
that the scalp had been torn loose at the 
back of the head, from the neck to the top 
of the head, that there was a dent in the 
skull above the left eye, and that the skin 
had been scraped from the left side of his 
face, as he was dragged over the rough 
surface of the pike. The man regained 
consciousness after a short time and was 
taken home after his injuries were dressed. 
He is about 45 years old. Two little boys 
who were on the wagon at the time of the 
accident, escaped unhurt.

Consider- 
ing the fact that Petry is scarcely more 
than a recruit, his perform! nee in gunnery 
is looked upon by Marine Corps officials 
as little short of marvelous, and they ex- 
pect him to break many marksmanship 
records before hie enlistment expires.

Members of the council of the Waynes- 


boro Evangelical Luthern church, were in 
Gettysburg on Sunday for the purpose of 
informing the Rev. A. A. Kelly he had 
been unanimously re-elected to the past- 
orate of that church from which he resign- 
ed last week. The Rev. Mr. Kelly, who 
is visiting at the home of his father-in-law, 
Altheodore Bushman, in Gettysburg gave 
the Waynesboro delegation no decision in 
the matter, he having already accepted a 
call to a charge in West Philadelphia. 


The inconvenience and confusion caused

of Mr. and Mrs. Percy Berkheimer, oi 
near New Salem, was ignited and the child 
so badly burned about the upper part of 
her body that her condition is considered 
critical. She was probably saved from 
being burned to death by her grandmoth- 
er, Mrs. Berkheimer, who hearing her cries 
:or help ran to her assistance and wrap- 
ping her in her apron rolled her on the wet 
grass extinguishing the blaze. 


A wild animal that is very rare in this 


part of the country was killed on a farm 
near Shippensburg by Mr. Rebuck and his 
sister and their dog. The animal weighed 
14 pounds, had teeth an inch long, small 
ears and eyes, flat head and small bushy 
tail, and was of brown color. The animal 
was a hamster, a species of the German 
marmot of the rat family, indigenous to 
Central Europe or Asia. The animal is 
rare in this country. 


Thirty-two thousand, one hundred and 


seventy-five barrels of beer were brewed j 
and 1546 barrels of whiskey were distilled 
in York county during the past year, ac- 
cording to the records of the county. The 
production shows an increase over the out 
put of the proceeding year.
